Under such a condition of affairs the Imperial Government, to their extreme regret, 
found themselves compelled to take their interests. in northern Persia into their own 
hands ‘bythe installation of Russian troops in the more important localities. ‘This 
step, whichiwaa attended with considerable material saerifice and other inconveniences 
for Russia, resulted in the establishment of comparative order within the localities 
specitied, to the genoral advantage not only of Russian subjects, but also of other 
foreigners, and, above all, of the local. population, ‘The presence of Russian columns 
in Persia lins not borne, and does not bear, at the present time, however, any character 
of the nature of an o¢cupation, as tho Russian troops are in no way concerned with 
the internal life and administration of the country. ‘The task of the columns is to 
maintain order by, the provention of bloodshed and armed attacks between mutually 
hostile local parties, On the other hand, such circumstances as the weakness of the 
ties uniting the provinces with the centre, aud theabove-mentioned feeling of the latter, 
4 also the impossibility of penitting’ antiRussian agitation, lavlessness, violence, 
extortion, &e,, in localities where the troops are quartered hiaye inevitably demanded the 
oxeroise of cortain action on the local authorities by the Russian consular representatives, 
who have. been compelled nolens volens to take upon themselves to:a certain degree a 
loading role in local affairs in order to avoid complications which might have far inore 

is consequences. gait, local Persian administrators sincerely desirous of main- 
taining order in the provinces entrusted to them, and who have not aimed solely at tho 
‘gratification of the nationalistic tendencios of the xtreme Liberal parties in the eapital, 
or at-deriving personal material benefits from their official position, have naturally 
Sought « rapprochement with Russian, rapresentativen clearly recognising that ont 
with their support and the presence of Russian detachments can the alms for whic 
thoy aro striving be attained, Owing to. this, the necessary state of affairs his now 
‘been created, by virtuo of which in the majority of the northorn provinces of Persia a 
predominating fllueuco of Russian consular roprosetatives ie noticeable. ‘This 
Iniluenee brings about those conditions under which only: itn peaceful dovelopmont of 
Tootl ifs and entety of potion abd property concslvable, with the aatural reetlt of 
prosperity of trade and industry, Althongh a recognition of this is. possibly 
displeasing to the national self-respect of Persiin-ruling splicres, the people evary- 
whore fully appreciate the blessings which they obtain im this manner, blessings 
which they could scarcely obtain at an early date under a-weak and inconsistent 
Governmont, the notiyity of which is iampered by the absence of solidarity and an 
almost incessant strugglo by separate individuals for power. 

‘Nhe Linperial Government, as formerly, free from all aggressive aims and in no 
way dreaming of any forcible’ acquisitions whatever, consider that in addition to 




















































salbqiording their strictly coinmeroial and industrial interests in Persia, they have a 
altar migion to perfor th paciation of the Porian proves adjoising Russ 
and the bestowal of tratiquillity on their population, closely bound economically and hy 


conditions of life with the population of their own ouflying regions. 'Phoy aro of tho 
opinion that this duty will yest on them until the Persian Government theniselves shall 
‘be in ui position to guaranteo Jaw and order throughout the country. 

Turning to the separate points of the British memorandinn, thé Imperial 
Government think it their duty to put forward the following explanation :-— 


‘The most important provines of Persia, from the point of view of Russian interoats 
in. Azesbaijan from tino immemorial closely connected with the Caucasus, ‘Tho 
Lmperial Coyermment cannot ‘be indifferent a» to who stands atthe head of this 
provineo, which still quite recently was the scone’ of the greatest disorders and. most 
unbridled action by the dregs of the so-called Porsian-rovolution. After u series of 
unsuccessful local rulers, appointed by the Central Persian Government, the power 
finally passed into tho hands of the present Governor-General, Shuja-ed-Dowleh, who 
from the very commencement displayed great firmness and a full Knowledge of local 
conditions, ad knew how to restore order in the pravineo within a comparatively 
short period of time, and to inspire the nocassary rogpect towards, himself, It is 
natural tliat such personality’ won the approval of the Russian Government, ond 
Gonnnenced to enjoy the full support of their local representatives, Unfortunately, 
however, the ‘Tohran' Cubinet up to the present have been unable to reconcile

However, the Luperial 
Govornmont cannot Init recall that on (heir part they hive never placed any obstacles 
in’ tho way of tho British Government in its endeavours to secure an effective 
rotection of the southurn routes. As regards the penetration of Russian wares into 
Southern Persia, no sich movement is, at prosont noticeable, and oven appears to be 
Tittle likely beyond the Iimits of the Ispahan province, which’ constitutes, as has beon 
already. pointed out, a portion of the Russian sphere of influence. 

Tinally, with reference to the mention made in the memorandum of tho tendeney 
of Russian influence to extend into the neutral zone, it can only bo said that such 
tendency may to a cortain degree: appear only in the Ispabun provines, as is shown 
by the instance cited in the British momoranduim of projected irrigation work in the 
saino region. Moreover, the. sppearancé of influence and a realisation of economic 
‘onterprisa within tho limits of the noutral ‘zona is mot forbidden either Power by the 
Anglo-Russian agreement, and, xo far as is known, Great Britain i9 taking wide 
advantage of this right in Bakhtiatia, and in lier relations with such persons, as, for 
Tnstauce, the Shelldh Khasal of Mohamerth, 

Tn concluding: with this point their roply (to the memorandum), tho soundness of 
which can searcaly be denied, tho Imperial Government cannot conced) their profound 
regret that their actions in Persia, dictated by. vital necessity, regularly mect with 
such evident mistrust from British public opinion, notwithstanding repeatedly given 
‘assuranees ns to tho entirely disinterested motives of Russia, confirmed by all her 
actions during the period of the Persian crisis. This symptom is all the miore to be 
Togrotted, in that its action may extend far heyoud the limits of the comparatively 
harrow scope of Persian affairs, and may find an echo in other pointe of contact of the 
interests of th two Powers.

L replied that this might well bo the case, snore especially for Tussia, a8 the 
Turkish Ambassador had told me that Saad had boasted to him that, if he eame into 
ower, he would clear all the Russian troops out of Azerbaijan in three months, The 
Ambassador appeared to have been much impressed by this tall talking on Saad’s part, 
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syhich was doubtless only on a par with his assertion to the ‘Turkish representative on 
The game occasion that all South Persio would be with him, the true fact being’ that 
South Persia is eo afraid of what might happen if lie came into power that negotiations 
aro already on foot with a view to bringing about a combination of the important 
areal tribes to moot all possible oventuaities. Saad, I anid, had algo told the 
‘Anibassador that he syould only accept office on the. distinet understanding that the 
two legations would not interfere in the formation of his Cabinet, ‘This showed, it 
appeared, that he had changed his tactics sines he endeavoured to form a Cabinet on 
his return ito Tehran about eighteen months ago. On that cocasion he used to send 8 
trusted emissary to M. Polelewski once every two days with a fresh draft Cabinet for 
his approval. It might of course only mean that Saad is skilful at eniting his eon 
veraition to his listener. Anyhow, I added, he had won a new adherent to his cause 
in the Ambassador, whose faith in'the amusing, loquacious old charlatan I had failed 
to shake, 

‘We thon turned to the question of Azerbaijan, and M. Korostovetz tated that the 
Potsinn, quostion had really little to\do with the continued presence of Russinn troops 
in that province, Ho volimtecred that order had been sufficiently re-established to 
Allow of large tmumber of tho Russian troops being withdrawn, but, he added, the 
Vicoroy of the Caucasus impressed upon me when Lwas at Tiflis, on my way here, 
that Russia cannot afford to leave the vulnerable southern frontier of the Caucasus

¢olonise Porsian territory. ‘Uhs contention that Russians could hold landed property 
in Persia appenved to me, Tsaid, a novel one, and one that seomed quite. at variance 
With the spivit of that clause of the ‘Treaty of Wurkmanchai which laid down that 
Russiin subjoets ean possess residential property and places of business in towns, thus 
clearly indicating that thoy cannot possess teal estate elsowhiore. | Morvover, it was. a 
vollsKnown fact that it was generally understood that foreigners could not hold such 
property, ‘his had beon recognised by his own predecessor, M, Poklowski, who had 
fiid to the Regent in my progenca somo two years go that a revision of this habit, 
‘custom, Inyy, prohibition, or whatever it aight be, would be sought as one of the 
conilitions of the loan which was then believed to be impending. ‘Tho acceptance of 
tho principle by Russian agonts had further been confirmed quite recently by th 
representatives of the Russian Bank who went to Londou to settle the quostion of the 
mint contract with the Imperial Bank of Persia. At the conclusion of the negotiations 
thoy hail solicited the friendly eo-operation of their British colleagues in gotting this 
yory probibition raised. I owned that the managers of the Russian Bank here, by 
lending large suns of money on landed properties to impecunious Persians, had 
Apparently discounted the future revision of the probibition, but ho himself, on his 
‘arrival, had complained that the bank had done bad business, and had sought my 
jutorvention in order that the Tinperial Bank might make more room for them.

Russian, Regently a Dr, Pugin, a Chilean in the employment of a 
Gerinan colour firm, bas appeared on the scene, and hus teed saveral villages south of 
Taputtan, Acfiyeas, atonded by les of if, ns already talcen plac between Dr, Pugin's 
(German) villagers aud the (Russian) villagers on Banoo Osma’s estates, showing the 
possible dangers that attend the leasing of propertios by foreigners, since, under existing, 
ireuimstances, all the inhabitants’ of a leased village. pass under the protection of tho 
Jesseo, and practically ooasé to reooimise the jurisdiction of the Persian authorities, 

Tn addition to the British trade interest in the provinoy of Kerman, which are 
Tnngely connected with tho enrpot industry, nd certain Toca products, the Imperial 
Bank of Persia has w branch at Kerman, and is about to establish one at Bunder Al 
‘Tho Indo-Huropean elgraph Department ns also constructed for tho Persian Goyemn- 
mont, ud controls a telegraph line vid Kerman and Bam to Robat in British Baluchistan, 
‘with continuation to India, snd there are othier telegraphic und tendo intoresta in covtain 
ofthe Gulf ports of Kerman, ‘Tho bulk of Britiah intorests hye, however, as bas been 
stated above, long boon centred in the neutral zoue, formerly more especially at Bushira 
auel Shien, but ately Inge also at Mobainnaral and Abas sine the opening of the 
Karun River to trade. A Brisk traffio is carried on from the latter place by the road 
which passes through the Bakhtiari mountains, and is known both as the: Bakhtinei 
fond and tho Lynch road, Messrs. Lynch hnying carried out its construction for the 
‘acovunt of the Ikhans, 

In, 1901 a, petroleum concession was given to Mr, Knox d’Arey, which conferred 
upon him the right to mine for oil throughout the country, except in the five northern 
provinces, Petroloum ins heon found: and worked, as you, Sir, are aware, at Kagr-i- 
Shirin and Chiah Surkh on the Tureo-Persian frontier, and also in the Bokktiati 
‘country, in the Shushtar=Ahwnz neighbourhood. A very largely increased, importance 
tas been given to this British entarpise by the fot that His Majesty's Goverament hn 
recently doquired a controlling interest inthe share capital of the syndicate. ‘The affect 
that this action may be expected to have upon. the political situation in Persia will be 
doalt with further on in this despatch. Tn 1890 the concession for a road from ‘Tehran 
to Motiammerah, originally given to Yebya Khan, oume into the postession of the 
Tmporial Bank of Persis, und was subsequently transferred to Messrs. Lynch. This 
corlcasion in ita present, forin confers upon Mees. Lynch the right to construct a 
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earrings road from Tera vit, Kum to Sultanabad, Khoreinabed, and Mobanmereh, 
with branches to Kashan and Ispahan. The road bas been made to Kum and 
Sultansbad, and there is nove reason to hope that Messrs. Lynch intend to carry it to 
Aspahan, and eventually on.to ita destination, a satisfactory arrangement having 
recently been made with the Persian Government rospecting the dnration of the time 
‘within which the road must be completed. 

_, Since the date of the Anglo-Russian Conyention an option hus been obtained by 
British syndicate for an important railway froin Mohiammerwh to Khoremabad.. Under 
the terms of this option a survey shall be made of the country through which it, is 
proposed that tlie line shall pnas, in order that a correct estimate my bo formed of: the 
probable cost of constraction. As soon as_ this work is completed negotiations will bo 
resumed with the Persian Government, which under: the conditions of the option pays 
for the cost of the survey, und the ayndicate will either construct the railway fox the 
Persian Government and administer it for a fixed number of years or the syndicate 
will be given a eanesasion confetring. upon it the wight to build tho line on ita gym 
sccount. The work of the siirvey hus been carried through as fir-as Dizful, but lad to 
be suspended at that place last spring because the attitude of the tribesmen in Luriatan 
made tb unwise to endeavour to proceed further. Tt is hoped that it will bo: possible to 
conduct the surveying party through to Khoremabad in the autumn. 

_ An urrangeinent was reached last year undor which the Arabistan telegraph line is 
being reconstructed by the Indo-European ‘Telegraph Dopartment: for the Persian 
Government, whioh has bound itself to entrust any fuether work of tho eamie nati 
that may require to be done in south-western Porsia to tho samo department. By tho 
samie agreement the duration of the telegraph conventions now existing between the 
Indian Telegraph Department and the Persian has beon prolonged from 1925, 0.1943, 
The concession conferring the right to carry ont mining: operations over a Inryo nea 
in the provinoes of Kerman and Vars bas been much delayed, in consequence of a 
Russian protest on bebalfof the Socistd d'Etudes against thé granting of rights that, 
may affect securities required for the Trans-Porsinn Railway.

By the syndicate aoskiag ths soutamion, Eveiy pombe 
form of opposition. has been ‘brought to bear upon tho Government to jrovont the 
eonvossion being ranted, but there ia still come resson to think that it may go through 
before the coronation and the assembling of « new Medjliss, which smight entail un entire 
reconsideration of the question. I hye gone at. some length into the question ofthe

Tn the cine of the latter district there aré, I believe, stratogical reasons which make it, 
undesirable that the region should puss under Russian control, Tt should also be borne 
i that Shaukatul-Mulk, the Governor, Hus always shown himself a good friend 
to British interests, Vor thitreagon ho is not well (ooked upon by the Russians, a 
vwas clearly seen upon the occasion of hig recent visit to Tehran. ‘The feb that yusious 
British loans and advances are sooured on tho southern customs and revenies should, 
not be overlooked in any examination of the extent of British interests in the neutral 
zone, 

Tt is not necessary to go at Tength into tho nature of the interests Riissia haw 
seghived in the northern ephare. Tt yl pales to-plnt outthob they ae pasaouns 
and that, in addition to the large legitimate commercial interests acquired, large landed 
estates haye passed into the hands of Russians and Russian-protected persons, or have 
beon mortgaged to the Russian Rinquo d'Becompte, in violation of the clause in the 
bank's concession, to which the Russian Minister recently called my attention, whiok 
forbids the mortgaging of Inuded property, ‘The fuct that so mucli real estate has 
passed into the hands of Russians will make it very hard for the Russian Government, 
Jo avec rliigush ita old pan tive other provinors, ut mare: eipeaally spon 
Azerbaijan. “Russian troops may be withdriwn, but as long as the lands owned by 
Rassians are not subject to Pérsian administration and justios, it will be itapossible: for

‘To come to the Administration of the country, we find the executive in the hands 
of a weak Cabisut, aud’ consequently much influenced by the action of the two

Under such conditions it ia handly to be wondered at that the 
Pensisn Government should prefer the prolonged occupation of the country: by Russian 
troops, for which they do nob pay, to their place boing takon by a eoolled Bont 
foree for which they will have'to pay, Tv is easily undestandable that. trom the 
moment that Russia insists that the Tveuty of Turkananelit Ine toon Inisinterpreted 
for o!2e0 upon a hundred years, and that Russians hava acquited large landed intereata 
in Azerbaijan and clewhere, the need is felt for a genuincly pro-Russiim force) to ussist 
the Russian consul in the protection of those intarests when Russian ‘troops ro 
withdrawn. 

One could hardly imagine a moro gloomy outlook for the opening of a now reign, 
and yet I am convinced that if money ean be found the situation is by no moans n 
hopeless one; provided that the British and Russian Governments aro still imbued by 
the same friendly feclings towards Persia as would appear to\bave iuspited the Anglo- 
Bussinn Convention of 1907. All must neoossarily depend upon whether or uob bath 
Governments aro. sincerely desirous to assist Persia within reasonable limits to assert, 
and maintain hen sovereignty, and to preserve-hor independence, _ I consider that tho 
gridital development ofthe gendarmerie and of the finanoial administration in easeutial 
tothe remaking of Persia, hut that it will merely mean throwing good money after bad 
to give financial assistance to Persia unless both Governments genuinely intond to 
support these administrations, Both hayo made grave mistakes, but both, and moro 
especially the Swedes, bayo much to learn, and are rapidly woquiring that knowledge 
of the ways and customs of Porsin that is essential to suicosas, 

Jn proportion as there Persian organisations under Kuropean administrators are 
making themselves felt, the opposition to thom grows on the part off those who foroioe

not keep order and save us the initial expenne of the gendarmotie t they would 
doubtless reply thet they hind mimndovstood their own true interests in quarreling, 
but thaé uow ‘that they are frionds, onder can be secured quite easly. Tuk ava 
the gendatmerie, and sho knows how Jong this now friondébip, based dn th finatede 
foundations, and undoubtedly due inditvotly to the presence’ of the  gendaruorlo, 
will last? I am of opinion ‘that the gendarmerie, with all its faults and mistakes, 
has proved not alone its: usefulness, but iti necessity, and that Soulot and Kayam oan 
only be coerced into doing good work for the Government as long as they feel the 
controlling power of the gendarmerie ou tho road between the respective distticte 
over which each holds sway. British assurances, cofditibnal upon theit good behavlour 
and their genuine support of the earmerie, oay help mu ix tho proaorvation of 
order, but it is more than probablo that the old fuod would speedily break out again 
‘were there no military foros capable of inspiring respect hetween them. If the situation 
became desperate, it might be possible to, try vome scheme under which the’ lwo 
chieftains could be made respousible for order under s Governor-Genend devoted to-

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task. On the contrary, I think that » short: experience of less than three years has 
‘een highly satisfactory. Tt has in addition given am opportunity for the faults of the 
Administrations to make themselves apparent. These are not of vital importance and. 
can easily be rectified. 

‘Any change in the system which would involve the administration of sooth and 
north Persia being taken over by Great Britain and Russia respectively would entail 
heavy responsibilities on His Majesty's Government, of which the serious nature has 
perhips not been fully ralugh gienouaise all probability lead to the ultimate 
partition of the country.

Memorandum respecting effect on the Dofenee of India of an Alighment vid Kerman 
of tho Trana-Persian Railway 


1. THE India Office ask for the reasoned opinion of the Tmperiul Qenoral Staft 
upon the effect on the defence of India of the alignment vill Kerman of an international 
railway aeross Persia, with special reference to the considerations urged in tho 
memorandum of the Chief of the General Staff in India, dated tho 6th Jue, 1913. 

2, Before dealing with the precise reforonce mad, ft may be pointed out that 
any discussion on this subject sooms to be now of a somewhat academic nature, seeing 
that the British and Russian Goyernments have agreed to a joint application to the 
‘Persian Government for an option for this railway on the understanding that when 
it reaches the Russian frontier of the nentral sphore, a “Itusso-British echnical 
Commission” shall be appointed to examine the two routes (Viz., that vid Shiraz, and 
that vid Kerman), and. report to theit respective Governments before any decision ia 
taken 28 to the continuation of the line through the neutral sphere, 

_ Sines Russian commercial and strategical aims are clearly directed’ on an 
aligament vid Kerman—and it is improbable that engineering difficulties on that 
alignment will be greater than on the alternative Shiraz rotito—it would appear self 
evident that the Russians, with a free hand as far as Yeed in’ their own sphero, will so 
align and construct the railway within that sphere as to leave no room for discussion 
a8 to the route to be followed southwards. 


3. The main points referred to the Inpperial General Staff by the Tndia Office may

G. Regarding a railway reaching, but not passing east of Kerman or southwards 
to the sea enst of the neighbourhood of Bunder Abbas, the Chief of the Imperial 
Goneral Staff holds that (ho position is diferent, and that no cogent military objection 
can bo urged to the construction of such a lino, subject to certain essential provisos.

7. Regariling the question of whiether any, and if so what, increase to the army in 
India would be rendered necessary WA the construction of a railway from the Russian 
frontier vid Tehran to or beyond Kerman, the essential principle to be obsotved 
appears to be that the army in Tndia should’ be strong enough to delay any hostile 
‘advance sufficiently long to enable the diplomatic, economic, and mnilitary resources of 
tho Empire to be brought to bear in order to relieve the pressure on India and decide 
the issue elsewhere. = 

‘Phe Chief of the Imperis! General Staff thinks that no addition to the present 
field army of nine divisions and eight cavalry brigades in India yyould be required 0 
Tong as the conditions referred to in the preceding paragrapit are observed, and 
provided theto divisions and eavalty Brigatles are fully organised, thoir treining and 
‘equipment in all respects maintained at a high standard of excellence, and the state of

There should thus, if these figures work out approximately correct in practice, be

From the day when it became known that 
His Majesty's Government did not propose to advance further finds for the Pars 
gendarmetie, it became! apparent that, aa far as the provincial dnances were concerned, 
the, province was advancing rapidly gud certainly’ towards. baukraptey; and. that 
bankktuptey, implying as it would inability to pay the gonlarmarie aud the soed guarie,

although our interests in the gulf littoral (including the lower valley of the Karun) 
may bo snfeguarded with compirntive ease, and thst our troops night, be employed in 
those. regions again, as they been in the past, without necessarily: involving us 
in any undesirable responsibilities, and without exoiting aay very acute Persian or 
Mohammedan susceptibilities, the, etse presents an entirely. dilterent aspect ouce tk ts 
 quoition of the areas further inland. ‘The cocupation of Fars, in fact, would bo a 
formidable rindortalcing, which would necéssitate tho employment of 1 very considerable 
Yorco (probably 20,000 to 80,000 mon), and which would involve Great Britain in a 
vasb and probably. permanent extension of her existing responsibilities, and would 
exeite Mabommedan opinion all over tho’ Moslom world.

My object, thea, in submitting proposals 
tegarding tho Fars administration for the favout of your Extellonoy's consideration

In my despatches Nos. 1¢, and $c. to your Excellency, T have 
eudeavoured to explain how a budget can be prepared which will render the province 
practically self-supporting, ‘The fyutes ag given in-my despatch No, 3.0 ure only very 
Tough estimates and cortain important items (such, for exaiaple, as public works) are 
omitted altogether, But on th whole there is reasoi to think that a very fair system 
of administration (including gendarmerie or some other local force) might be conducted 
without extrancous aid under the conditions outlined. 

3. But this, as indeed any otber system of administration which cannot, provide a 
Jorge regula® armed foros capable of maintaining order all over the provines, must 
dopend toa great extent upon the goodwill and support of such magnates os the 
Kavam-ul-Mulle and the Soulated-Dowleh. Most of the disorders which have occurred. 
in Fars during tho Inst few years may be attributed, directly or indirectly, to the 
dissensions and jealousies Letweon’ these two) personages, and to their mability. to 
control thelr respective tribal groups; nid theee conditions of instability and unosrtamty- 
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have boon much aggravated by the intrigues of auosessive Govetnors-General. Téseeme 
ay desirable, thetefore, to inspite Kavam aid Soulat with coufidence, to onliat theme 
Smpathy and support in any policy approved by His Majesty's Government, and to 
Gator them practically: independent of the whims’ and intrigues of the Governoi 
General for the tite being,so long us they behave themselves well und full pertain, 
conditions. “Stich, indeed; is te view now xctopted by His Majesty's Goveranient, and 
the letters which your Exeellonoy has entrusted to me for the Kagem ool ae aon

WITH referenco to my telegram No. 210:of the 27th ultimo, Uhavo the honour 
to forward to you herewith translation of the memorandum presented to the Persia: 
Government by the Russian Legation on the 25th July, in roply to the Persian 
meinoraudum of the 27th June, embodying the grievances of the Persian Government 
against the Russian Government, 

Tt is not clear to whom allusion is made in the last paragraph. I understand 
that the “'Russkoe Slovo," of Moscovs, in publishing. the Russian reply: has stated that 
His Mojesty's Leyotion 58 meant. The Kiwnch Mater tella- me that, having leant 
from ono of his atalf, who has close relations with the Russian Legation, that ho and 
Tyvere wecised of having drafted the note, which we had subsoquontly caused to be 
presented! to tho Porsinn Goyermmont by the German Ministor. He spoke very 
strongly to M. Korostovet2 upon the subject, pointing out that it was intolerable that 
hig should have allowed his staff to give credence to and: ciroulate such an outmgeous 
story, M. Lecomte thas also complained of the incident to the French Government, 

As for a9 Tam awaro, there is no reason whatever to suppose that the Persian 
Goyornment sought the advice Gr assistance of any foreiguer in the matter of thi 
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drafting of the meniorandum, though it is possible that the document, may have been 
shown to the Germian’ Minister, and perhaps also to the Austrian Minister and the 
‘Turkish Ambassador, before it. was prosented to) M. Korostovetz, My French 
colleague, Lam sure, had no previous knowledge of its, contents, and, acting on your 
instmotions, Sir, I refused to discuss the matter. T kept my. Russian collesgtio 
informed of the preparation of the memorandum and of the attitude I had adopted 
thronghout:

AS have had the honour to report by telegraph, the Shah, shortly: after his 
coronation, chose Mustanfi-nl-Mamalek to be his Prime Minister and entrusted him 
with the formation of anew Cabinet, I had been made aware of his intention some 
time before and had expressed my entire approval of his choice. Mr, Churchill had 
called on Mustanficul-Mamalek and had sounded him privately as to those most suited, 
‘under present circumstances, to join his Cabinet. ne then in contemplation to 
strengthen the Cabinet by offering posts in it to Mushiir-erl-Dowleh, Motamin-ul-Mulk, 
and Mukhber-us-Sultaneh, the present Governor-General of Fars. Unfortunately none 
of these are included inthe present. combination, as the first two, who are now in 
‘Tehran, absolutely refused to take office, and it lias been known that the Russians 
object to Mukhber-us-Sultanch ai a Cabinet Minister. 
‘The Cabinet formed on the 19th August is as follows :-— 


Prime Minister and Minister of the Interior, Mustaufi-ul-Mamalek, 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Ala-us-Sultaneh

Mustaufi-ul-Mamalok was Proinfor of the Nationalist Cabinet formed on the 
26th July, 1910, and dissolved in February 1911, He is patriotic and well-intentioned, 
but unfortunately very weak, In 1910 ho wasinominally the head of the Democratic 
or ultra-Nationalist party, but everyone knew that he was merely a puppet in their 
hands. My Russian colleague has not yet made his acqnaintance. 

Ala-us-Sultanch, who goes back to the Foreign Office, with which he las had eo 
long a connection, is well known to you, Sin, by reputation, His appointment. hae 
given general satisfaction, In spite of his advanced age, Ala-us-Sultanch continues 
to render useful sorvice to his country. 

Of the four remaining Ministers, Prince Shabab:ed-Dowleh—Agsadullah Mirza— 
who goes back to the Posts and ‘Telographs, which post ho held under Mustauti-ul- 
Mamalek in 1910, is the only one whose eppointmont was originally contemplated and 
at which [ean express some measure of satisfaction, He is wéll-educated and speaks 
English fluently. His relations with us have always been most friendly, and T hopo 
that his appointment will facilitate cortain negotiations at present on hand, 

On the whole, I am afraid the Cabinot is not a very brilliant one oF likely to bo 
able to del vigorously withthe unJoubiedly eaplex situation eouronting it

On 
the ott hind, owing to the great ineeaso in the number of Radian wubjsts and 
prolégés (the latter being aecorded in judicial matters the same privileges as Russian 
Subjects) the'legal duties of the vice-consulate had greatly increased ; indeed, few cases 
ame before the Governor to which a Russian subjest or protégé was not a party.

‘The hereditary Governor, Muhammad Husain Khan Sardar Mukri, succeeded his 
father four years azo: he is weak and syphilitio, in debt toa Russian subject in Tabriz to 
the tuno of 150,000 tomans, and also, apparently, to the Russian Government or to the 
‘yioo-consul personally.

‘The appointment to this distant 
vice-consulate of an olficer of considerable experience and: ability indicates that the

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‘There is reliable evidence, with the detaila of which I will not trouble your 
Excellency, and a widespread belief locally, that Colonel Tyass is in the habit of taking. 
Tange bribes and presents, in particular from two rich Russian subjects, Haji Naghir

6. The revenue of Soujboulak district is 64000 tomans a year out of which 
29,400 tomans is said to be due from the district of Soujboulak itself;* Solduz paya vio 
revenue, 450 mythical yeomanry being kept up. in lieu, Sakiz and Baneh pay. about, 
6,000 tomans each, and belong properly speaking to: Kurdistan, haying been placed 
under craves ‘as recently ‘ag December 1912, vi the vacation ofthese districts by 
tho Turks and subsequent to the arrival of the Russian vice-oonsul; they have only 
heon actively administered by Soujboulak during the past four montha, Russian

7. There is at present no Russian school or hospital in the district, nor is there any,

should usstime the reins of office, ‘This, moreover, in spite of the fact that his 
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‘appointment was arranged in concert with the Rnssian Legation, and after the consent 
‘of Petrograd to his nomination had been given. Tt was early apparent, that 
Sainsain’s was not a nature that could brook the state of semi-tutslaze in which the 
Russian officinls at Tepahan, perhaps even more the manager of the bak than the 
eonsul-gendral, seok to hold the GovernoxGeneral.

‘THE financial situation is atthe present moment about as hopeless as it could well 
be. ‘The Treasury is empty, and there seems but small chance of any money being 
available to: moct current. expenses. ‘Tho roventies from the northern provinces have 
very appreciably diminiehed snes the Rusian cons commenced to lov the taxes, 
none of the proceeds of which have as yet found their way into the coffers of the 
Government, ‘There are clear evidences that in many places in Azerbaijan and 
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Asterabad (he Persian taxpayers are ordered’ to pay their taxes into the Russian 
consulate. I have not been able to ascertain if the northern customs have already 
Begun to fall off, but the southern customs show a marked reduction. ‘There was 
small deficit on the moneys required out of the southern customs to meot the 
services of the various loans and advances secured upon them in July and August, 
whilst, for the payments due on the 8th of the present month, only about 8,000. toman 
‘ont. of the 67,000: tomans that should be paid in to cover the above services are 
available, 

‘The Persian Government has considered the present moment a suitable ono 
ior ieee aa ‘M, Mornard’s resignation of the post of Treasurer-Gonoral, withont 
proviouly advising or eoenlting the two lations, and without making any provision 
for a successor. 1am informed privately that a decision of the Oabinet Council was 
taken to accept M. Mornard's resignation, and to appoint M. Heynséens, actnally 
Director-General of Customs, to act in his place under the Minister of Finance. On 
the same oceasion a decision was taken to appoint a commission to examine into tho 
question of the arreara of “maliat” due to the Government from certain influential 

sreons, whilat a commission was also ‘appointed to atdy the question of drawing up a 

mndget, ‘There is no reason to suppose that either of these commissions will be more 
fertile than the numerous commissions previously appointed for similar purposes, but 
‘occasion will be given for twelve persons to craw additional salary, or to add to their 
incomes by such squeeze as may come their way, It-will be noticed that the Cabinot 
has practically suspended the office of ‘Treasurer-Goneral by a stroke of the pon, and 
without consulting the two legations, by putting the Acting Treaaurer-General under 
the immediate orders of the Ministor of Finance, whilat an act of the last Medjliss, on 
the eve of the assembling of a new one, has been swept aside in the same summary 
manner, 

Tinformed the Minister for Foreign Affairs yesterday that the moment. ypeared to, 
me singularly ill-chosen to nsestt M. Mornard’s resignation, when the Treasiwy, is 
practically empty, and there would appear to he no immediate prospect. of a successor 
agreeable to the two Governments being appointed. Tcalled Ala-es-Sultanch’s attention 
to the fact that His Majesty's Government and the Imperial Bank of Porsiu are oreditors 
of the Persian Government, and I pointed out that the southern onstoris receipts show 
4 diminishing tendency, and that thore would seem tobe small chance of their oie 
to meet the service of the various-loana and advances secured upon them, whicl 
matures on the Sth instant, My information, I said, was to the effect that, only between 
8,000 and 9,000 tomans had been encashed up to date, whereas 67,000 tomans will be 
required to meet the service. I asked his Highness, who was! unablo. to, make a 
reply, what steps, if any, Government proposed’ to take to make good deficit whi 
appeared inevitable. Iadded that 1 had some confidence in M. Mornard, who is well 
nequainted with all the intricacies of Persian finmuce, hut that I hud no knoweldge of 
M. Hoynssens’ capabilities to cope with a most difficult situation, 1 was aware, T 
continued, that ME Mornacd had sent in his resignation and that ho desired to, be 
relieved of his duties, but it appeared to me that his resignation had beon accepted in 
@ somewhat curt and discourteous manner, whilst I could not conceal from him that.T 
feared that my Government might resent the manner in which a successor, even 
though he might be a temporary one, Kad. boon appointed without any reference 
to me. 

Als-csSultanch had no answer to make, except that he would convoy: at 
remonstrance to the Cabinet, and that M. Mornard had’ recently made: himsel 
objectionable by the dictatorial tone of certain communications he had addresied 
to the Government. : 

Tyas not aware, when calling on the Minister for Foreign Affairs, of the nature of 
the decision come to by the Cabinet respecting M. Mornard’s resignation, the designation 
of his temporary successor with restrioted flowers, and the appointment of commissions. 
‘Aw the intention is clearly to place all’ the powers of tho ‘Treasurer-Goneral in. the 
Tiands of the Minister of Finance, 1» procesding which does not, inspire me with 
confidence that the financial sna gaaaes made with His Majesty's Government will be 
scrupulously observed, I haye deemed it advisable to, address a memorandum to the 
Persian Gavernment, whilst awailing your fuller instruotions, setting forth my reasons 
why the mode of procedure adopted appears to mo SA ERese T have the: honour to 
enclose copy of this document as also of the decision of Ministers above sketched. 

M. Mornard wishes to be relieved of his onerous duties and should, in my opinion, 
be allowed to go in due course. But it would appear to me undesirable that lie should 
relinguish the post of Treasurer-Genoral at the present moment, and the manner in

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which his resignation has been accepted without reference to the two legations, 
amd without proper precautions being taken to protect our interests, seems to me most 
unseemly and unsuitable.

Mojesty’s Minister has the honour to remind his Highness Ala-ce-Sultanch that he 
foxprosged the opinion that the moment was ill-chosen for changing the Treasuror-Goneral 
when, in consequonce of the wat in. Burope, it is impossible to foreaeo whon a successor 
to M. Mornard can be secured, Sir W. ‘Townley also called the serions attention of 
his Highues to the fact that the servico of certain loans and advances made to tho 
Persian Government by His Majesty's Government and tho Imperial Bank of Persia, 
thiol are secured on (Ue eowtiern Gusloms recep, becomes due on the Sih instant, 
and that this service involyes the payment by. the Persinn Government of the sum 
of 67,000 tomane, to meet which there is reason to believe that only some 8,000 or 9,000 
tomans havo been encashed to date, His Highnoss will not have forgotten that the 
revenues of the posta and telegraphs are also reserved as an additional guarantee for 
certain of these financial transactions, « fact that may necessitate the sequestration of a 
‘sum of about 4,000, dae to tho Persian Government on account of international 


telegraphic traffic receipts, ‘The views of His Mujesty’s Government have been sought * 


on this point, 

Since seeing his Highness yesterday, Sir W, Townley has learnt that the decision 
of the Council of Ministers appointing M. Heynssens to act temporarily as “ gérant” of 
the ‘l'reasury-General places that olficial directly under the orders of the Minister 
‘of Finance, thus taking away from him powers conferred upon him, the Treasurer- 
Genoral, by. an act of the Medjliss, or suppressing in actual fact the office altogether. 

‘The Council of Ministers are the best judges as to whether or not they have power 
to override a law of the Medjliss, but Sir W. ‘Townley considers that it is his duty 
to represent to the Minister for Foreign Affairs that cortain advances were made to the 
Persian Gavornment by His Majesty's Government under the distinct understandin, 
that the moneya would be handled by « European ‘Treasurer-Genoral, who: woul 
Tikowiso hold himself responsible for the punctual payment of the interest due ou these 
moneys, and for their eventual reimbursement. Under such circumstances Sir W. 
‘Townley cannot but fear that His Majesty's Government will learn with some resentment 
that the resignation of the, ‘Treasurer-Goneral has been accopted without any reference 
to their representative at ‘Tehran, and that a temporary successor has been appointed 
with such restrieted powors that ho can no longer be held responsible for the proper 
protection of their interests. 

M. Heynesons {a doubtless an. official of marked capacity, but, by placing him, 
whilst in éxercise of the functions of ‘Treasurer-General, under the orders of the 
“Minister of Finance, the Council of Ministers have themselves proclaimed that they 
have not complete confidence in his ability to conduct the delicate and onerous duties 
of the ‘Treasurer-General, 3 

Sir W, Townley would also beg to call tho special attention of the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs to the Mint, where silyer ingots are being minted daily. These 
ingots are the property of the Imperial Bank of Persia until handed to that institution 
‘in the shape of coin. It is moat essential that special care should be taken in handing. 
over the direction of the Mint to M. Heynasens to make sure that there has been 
no leakage to the detriment of tho bank. It is'usval, in order to provide against the 
‘possibility of such an occurrence, to fix a delay within which the outgoing official 
should hand over. to his successor rather than, as has happened in the present case, 
to notify the appointment of the successor before announcing the resignation of the 
incumbent. 

Sir W. Townley further hege to state that no notification at all of the change bas 
boon made to His Majesty's Legation.

“Theto way 
some uifficulty in tracing the dividing-line between the lands of the villages of 
‘Tchamporayy and Siahguvez, and, of course, tho geographical frontier wax marred by 
its having to leave the watershed snd ‘cross a valloy; but after Tohumporaty all wa 
gain plain sailing, when the frontier aicanded Mount ‘Sourkey and then followed. the 
medium jilum aqua, first of the Khiléreach River and then of ths lesser Znb up to 














Jatitude 36°. Beneath Tepo Salos, where the frontien quits the Zib, wome little trouble 


arose over the interpretation of the protocol phrase, “Vextrémité wud do Tépé Salog) 
and over the presence of two villages, claimed to be ‘Turkish, to tho east of whoro th 
protocol, read in conjunction with the Jango identic map, appeared to intend the frontier: 
torus. ‘The difficulty was Snally etted by tho parties agrcing that theso yo villages 
should be loft on the Persian side, the Persian commissioner engaging, for his 

tit Schenié, a village to tho south of Vaeneh, whose: fate the Commission is loft to 
decide, should by awarded to ‘Turkey. 

‘The progress of the Commission has Intely become lamentably slow. Owing to 
the defective character of the mountain tracks over which we now haye to travel long 
marches aro an impossibility, and the speed. of the caryan his fallen to & miles per 
hou. At tho same time much valuable time is iannecossarily wasted in exoggorated 
Periods of repose, whick the amount of work done in between hardly justifies, 
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‘The weather is at times yery hot, the temperature: occasionally reaching well over 
100 degrees in the tents, in apite of the altitade (8,000 to 6,000 fect above sea level) t 
which the camp i pitched,

2 On tho 14th October the three commissioners received a letter trom their 
Turkish colleague, under date the 12th October, stating that, he had received orders to 
cease work and to return, Ho left for Erzefoum next day, 

After discussion with M. Minorsky we sent an identic telogram® to ont respective 
embassies requesting instructions, ; 

Ou the following day, after seoing the Turkish deputy commivsionery wo sent o 
further identic telegeamn.t 

5, To theso telegrams so roply-was received from your Excellency, but M, Minorsky, 
informed mo that ho hnd received a telegram from AM, de Gliors stating that tho Grund 
‘{izier had promised to give orders for thy duputy ‘Turkish eommiasioner to complete 
the work of delimitation, On tho 17th instant Azin Bey informed us. that Colonol 
Fund Bey, Ottoman delegate on the areo-Russion Commission, who. had just arrived 
at Bayazid, would replace him, and! would finish the work of demitcation, In ‘his 
abgonco fs Turkish deputy: commiasioner would det fot hae aed. a Co 
finish as quickly as possible. 

Me Minorsky and I thoroupon sent w further ‘denis tologtam} apprising our 
embassies of this now dovelopment, On the following day a mecting wis held, at 
which the Turkish deputy commissioner was present, and a further’ portion of ‘tho 
frontior up to Bazyrgan was settled, 

‘The 'Purkish deputy commissioner, however, when called on to arrange for the 
evacuation of Djowzer, a small hamlet, on the Persian side of the frontion, declaréd 
his inability, owing to the mobilisation, to evacuate cithor this post or that of 
Boulak-Bachi. 

5. The post of Djowzer was not known by any’ of us to exist, until. discovered 
during the work of demarcation, and the question of its evacuation could not thersfore 
lave besachorslen bat he ae ee imiany yoara formed the subject 
of diplomatic corresponilenis and is specially montiouad in the protocol. We thotight 
it Uesirable, therefore, to inform our embassies by telegraph of this declaration, sind wo 
sent an identic telegram§ noxt day.

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6. At a further meeting held on the 21st October a further portion of the frontier 
‘was satisfactorily settled after much futile discussion ; the next mecting was, however, 
pospouedl to the 23rd the ‘Turkish deputy commissioner declaring that he had orders 
from Fuad Zia Bey not to demarcate beyond Sary Sou, pending his arrival, unless this 
was delayed beyond the 2rd. 

7. ‘The meeting, on the 23rd, was held at Boulak-Bachi; Fuad Zia Boy did not 
arrive, having left on the previous day for Tiflis. During the mecting I reeeivedl your 
Excollency’s reply® to our representations regarding Fuad Zia Bey's nomination. 

Abdul Hamid Bey commenced by declaring that he had received orders to finish 
work only on condition that no pillars were to bo erected, the line being merciy 
marked on the map, We prevailed upon him, however, to'ereet two on the Yarim 
Kaya plain close by, whilst for the rest of the frontier he accepted without much 
demur a line proposed by us running straight up'the hill towards pillar No. 37 of the 
‘Tureo-Russian frontier and passing through a series of promisont peaks wad along 
watorshed-—an admizable natural frontier requiring no artificial marks. 

8, The pillars were erected during the afternoon, and M. Minorsky and I sent a

(2,) Regarding the frontier of Kotour as defined in the protocol of the 
th (17th) November, 1913,

it bo necessary Inter on to demarcate this drontier on the ground it will, I think, be 
found that the terms of this declaration, coupled with the map, are so precise that no 
misunderstanding could atiso in process of giving effect thereto,

were ultra vires on our part.

Ministor for Foreign Affairs, in which the latter ropeats the intontion of the Persian 
Governmont to declaro its noutrality, Ala-es-Sultanch at the sine tine acknowledges 
the receipt of M. Korostovata's note, in which he explained the reasons why the 
Russian Government could not accede to the Persian request that they should with- 
draw thoir troops, His Highnoss-took occasion in this note to add that the Persian 
Government would be justified, under the ciroumstances, in holding the Russian 
Government responsible for any loss the country might sulfer as the result of possible 
hhoatilities botweon Russian and ‘Turkish troops on Persian territory. 

Since the date of tho note hostilitics havo actually broken out between the above~ 
named countries, and Tundorstand from my Russian colleague that he has given the 
Porainn Goyeramont vorbal assurances that the continued presence in North Persia in 
no way implice that Russin haa any intention’ to annex any part of Persia, that indeed 
any such ides quite foreign to the intentions of the Russian Government, and that 
full compensation will be made to the Persian Government for any material losses 
thoy may ouffer as a result of tho hostilities on Persian soil. M, Korostovets remarked, 
when telling me this, that the position of Persia to-day is similar to that of China 
during tho Russo-Japanese war of 1904, when a much larger area yas the theatre of 
‘war betiveen two alien belligerents, and when compensation was paid to China, who 

reseived a strict neutrality. M. Korostovets has ‘been asked to repeat his ussurances 
in writing. 

80 far no news has reached Tehran of what has occurred in Azerbaijan, and it is 
not Known Whother a collision betwéon Russian and ‘Turkish troops has yet oceurred on 
Persian territory, ‘Tho fact that the Russian army of the Caucasus lins crossed the 
‘Turkish frontier and ié marching on Erzeroum, is a proof that Russia at least has not 
sought to take advantago of her privileged position, and that if hostilities oceur on 
Porsian yoil ‘Turkey will be the aggressor. In discussing the situation with tho 
Minister for Voroign Affairs last Wednesday, I expressed! my opinion that the presence 
of Russian troops in Azerbaijan was tho best safeguard that Persian territory would 
not be devastated, because the Turks inight think twice before attacking the Russian 
{oreen, orbioh presuisably oocupy tie most faYocrable poeitcne, whereas there is every 
reason to suppose that, had Azerbaijan been free of Russian troops, the ‘Durks would 
not have hesitated, after the manner of their German advisers in Belgium, to have 
endéayoured to penetrate through the province into the Caucasus. I have also the 
honour to transmit to you horewith, Sir, translation of a note addressed to me by the 
Minister’ for Foreign Affairs, onlosing a copy of the Shah's Firman proclaiming 
Parsia’s neutrality in the present war. With a view to seouring a genuine observance 
of this neutrality, the Government has, since war with ‘Turkey was declared, summoned.

For this object the Persian 
Government were obliged to undertake howy expenses in despatching forces to 
different parts of the country. His Excellency is also woll acquainted with the other 
dificulties which tho Persian Government had to moot. When the Porsian Government 
were free of these difficulties, they tried to put the security of the country on a fim 
dasis. ‘The gendnrmoria was’ created and a large sum of money was spent for that 
purpose. ‘The ood result of the gendarmerie cannot ba denied, 

Secondly, the gravo_commercial crisis in Persia is duo to tho present war 
imfortunately raging in Europe, ‘This has greatly. affected the Customs revenues, 
one of the important resources of tho country, and it is feared that the Government 
mity not be able: to aneet, its liabilities ont of the Customs rovonues, which are. the 
‘security for the recent loans and advances, In view of these facts, the attention of the 
British Minister was drawn, in tho note above mentioned, to the financial crisis, His 
Excellency no doubt concurs with me that the contents of his memorandum must have 
surprised and grieved the Persian Government, he Minister for Foreign Affairs feels 
siure that the British Government, who havo on more dificult occasions given their 
sincere support to Persia, wonld not take. advantage of the Persian financial difficulties 
‘and make such proposals which the Persian Government would be unable to accopt, 
find, if accepted, would bring her fuce to face with a more serious crisis. 

It is trio that aftor the opening of the Medjlins the Government ia obliged, with 
the approval of the Chamber, to find now resources to meet the budget deticienoies 
‘as well ag the necessary expenses, but Jor the iinmediate and necessary expenses tt 
looks to His Britannio Majesty's Government for substantial support. 

‘Tho Ala-es-Sultanch feels confident that after. careful consideration of the 
difficulties of the Persian Government. the British Minister will bring tho facts to 
the notice of his Government, and will not fail to. take energotic measnres with a view 
to obtaining the sincere support of the British Government in removing the presont 
crisis in this country.

Onmay remarking that, unfortunately, 
Russia had nover done anything to gain Persian sympathies, his Excollency protested, 
saying that it was thanks to Russian intervention that Turks had not come time 
incorporated tho whole of Urmin district. His Majeaty’s Government, he said, would 
nover realise that Russia as a limitrophe country had most iniportant interests to 
fiquidate, and though they were continually complaining of what Russia did, 
hho must confess that he did not understand what their real policy was. I replied 
that it was to maintain Persia's independence and integrity in spirit of 1907 
agreement, His Excellency assented, but said that ho would like to know how this 
‘was possible with a moribund country that could not, stand alone. We should’ be nio 
more successfal with Persia than we had beon with Turkey. In avy case, only thing 
to be done was for ua to come to some definite understanding about Persia when the 
‘war was over,

had proclaimed, aud that. our two Governments had been misinformed if they iad, as 
he understood, Some suspicion that the Cabinet had shown sympathy for Turkey. 

My Russian colleague appearing unwilling to teply, J took up the third pont, and 
said that it was true that somo doubt, had heen expressed as to. whether protests 
addressed to Turkish Governnient had been couched in very determined language. I 
was, I said, quite prepared to accept His Highness's agsuratices, but {felt it my duty to 
call the serious attention of Government to fact that the iunshis of the: Turkish 
Embassy, the German Legation, aud the Austrian Legation were, organising. a 
formidable propaganda aguinst us quite openly, and, as fur as 1 could useoriain, quite 
unchecked by the Government. ‘This appeared to me au infringement of neutrality of 
a friendly State. 

The Prime Minister replied that recent Russian action in-Azorbaijan bad done 
more than any propaganda to irritate public opinion. 

Russian colleague then spoke much in the sense of Petrograd telegram 
No, 821 of 20th December to you, and made little or no concealment of tho fact that 
Russia, or rather Russian military: authorities of the Caucasus, Tooked upon. Shuja, as 
necessary to protect them from a possible Durkish flank attack. He added, alihiough 
ho personally saw fairness of the Porsian request for recall of Russian troops, he was

THAVE the honour to acknowledge tho receipt of your Excelloncy’s note of the 
‘7th instant, and in reply I beg to state that, although protests haye been made here 
and st Constantinople against all actions of the Ottoman Government which might, 
constitute a violation of my Government's noutrality in the Present war, I must draw 
our Excellency’s attention to the following fact :— 


Before the declaration of war with Russia and Turkey, when, foreseeing the 
unfortunate eyents in Azerbaijan, I discussed with your Excellency tho question of the 
withdrawal of the Russian troops from Azerbaijan, it was pointed out that the Ottoman 
Governmont promised that no encroachment would be made’ on Persian territory, 
provided that the Russian Government accepted the proposal of the Persian Govern. 
ment, which was equally n the interests of Russia and of Peraia, Unfortimately the 
Russian Government, attributing the proposal of the Persian Government ty an 
intention to take advantage of the war, refused to order the withdrawal of the Russian 
troops on the ground that their presence was necessary: for the maintenance of order 
on the border of the Caucasus. However, reports now received show that the Russian 
Government have gone beyond their expressed intention of keeping order on the 
border of the Caucasus by attempting to despatch troops into ‘Turkish territory 
through Persia, The result of this action iss most epleribls situation in Azerbaijan, 
which may lend, to murder and’ plunder, the evil consequences of which will fall spon 
the Persian Government.

He replied that he proposed to employ Cossacks at Tabriz, who should number 
1,200 men, and to summon about 3,000 men of the old regiments, which contain good 
fighting material, making a force of about 5,000 men. He expressed his firm conyiction 
that there would be no disorders, and that this small force would prove amply sullicient 
to cope with situation, 

Azerbaijan, he added, could furnish 25,000 men, but the resources of the country 
could not support more than the number named, Competent commander, even Shuja 
if necessary, would be found to command force with capable Waoropean-trained officers, 
under hiin. Cossacks would keep their own officers. Situation woulil also he much 
improved by presence of Valiahd, who would be sent to Tabriz, 

His Highness stated emphatically and officially that if Turks did! not evacnate 
Persian territory after the withdrawal of Russian troops Persia would fight, and he 
expressed his conviction that with the forces aleady mentioned, Cossack brigade, 
gendarmerie, and tribal levies she could command, she would prove more than master 
of any forces Turkey could spare to send against her, But, he added, Turkey would 
evacnate Persian territory, he was convinced, though he eould not positively aay 80 
until ie had seen the Ambassador after favourable answer had been reobived from 
Petrograd.» 

Tt would! be suicide of Turkey, whose position in the Mussulman world is 80 
distinctly shaken, to risk seeing a Moslem State arrayed against her, 

By withdrawing her troops Russia would, he said sarcastically in conclusion, 
achieve the end she had in view. Wither Turkish pressure on her flank would be 
removed or she would have Persia fighting on her side, and her troops could return 
as friends.

Notes by Mr. Wratialai on the Demarcation of the Turco-Persian Prontier from 
Mohammerah to Vatneh. 


A DETAILED description of the frontier line has been drawn up by the 
Comtission in conformity with the provisions of the Constutinople Protocol ot the 
17th November, 1913, and the ms on which it is based aro fully stated in 
the procte-rerbaux of the Commission, but it is as well to recapitulate it in general 
term: icating the points which presented, especial difficulty, and which may 
possibly give rise to questions hereafter. Jt ia convenient here to note that the 
fundamental principle which the commissioners were bound to follow throughout was 
tho restoration of the stativa quo of 1848 (date of the ‘Treaty of Erzeroum), and that the 
frontier of 1848, 80 far ax it can be discovered, was by no means\ an ideal one, its 
deficiencies and anomalies, indecd, haying led to the critical relations between. ‘Turkey 
aud Persia which originally called for the mediation of Great Britain and Russia, 

From Ararat toa few miles sonth of Mendali, the protocol indicated with somo 
detail the general line which the frontier should follow, while the Anglo-nrkish 
Agreement of the 29th July, 1013 (embodied in the protocol) provided in the samo. 
manner for the frontier between the mouth of the Shattel-AraD and Umm Chir. 
From Umm Chir, however, nearly to Mendali, the Commission yan left a freer hand, 
it being understood that the status quo was to be restored ay far as possible, 

The first difficulty occurred in connection with the oxtensive swamps betweon 
parallel $1 and Umm Chir, No landmarks exist in this locality, thore ‘was no dry 
passage through the marshes, nor could any channel be discovered coinciding even 
approximately with the frontier line as laid down bythe protocol, ‘Tho’ only solution. 

erefore was to lay down a line! on the map, and eyen this could not be made to 
follow throughout a line of longitude owing to the provision of the protocol by which 
“a small lake called Azem” was to be left in Turkish territory, However, the: nature 
of the district and the extremo paucity of its inhabitants render any disputes unlikely. 
unless at some future time the marshes should be drained. x 

From Umm Chir to the Duvarij River, a distance of about 27 miles, such local 
testimony sis was available indicated the Shatt-el-Amma as tho status quo frontier 
between the territories of the two Empires, The Shatt-cl-Amma is tho ancient 
channel of the Duvarij, and is boldly marked on the identic map, In ative, 
however, it was found to be difficult to traco it throughout its entire length, Portions. 
of the old channel are still broad and deep, but in parts tho main bed has degenerated 
into two or several courses, which in some cases are little more than ditches, and the 
Commission was sometimes at a loss to decide which was the real Simon Pare, ‘Tho 
mounds of earth erected to mark the frontier line as laid down in these. doubtful 
sections are liable to ‘be carried away by floods, and any Aigpute will have’ to: he 
decided by the Beet The district is entirely without fixed habitations, but is 
frequented at times by Arab’shepherds, mainly Persian subjects, 
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From tho Duyarij to the River Tyb the frontier follows first Jebel Fokka and then 
Jebel Hamrin, both low ranges of sund hills, ‘The country traversed is quito barren, 
Dut, alfords pasturage at certain seasons to Arab locks from Turkish territory. Ibis 
difficult to believe that this section can ever cause serious misunderstanding, and the 
map should be a sullicient guide to tho frontier, though it was not practicable to erect 
boundary marks, sand being the only material available, 

he next section, from the River ‘T'yb to the other side of Zorbathia, contains the 
tyro districts which have given riso to the most acrimonious. disputes in the history of 
the solo fronts question, vi, Baysal and the lands of Seyyid Hassan.” Their 
importatice arises from the fact that they are comparatively well-watered, and therefore 
capable of cultivation, 

Starting from the T'yb, the frontier coincides with tho junction of the Pushtikah 
foothills and the Mesopotamian desert. All the evidence before the Commission 
(which wwas not so conclusive as could have been desired, amd was found mainly in 
the writings of Dervish Pasha and Genoral Tcharikof, the Ottoman and Russian 
representatives on the first Commission) indicated that the status quo in this direction 
was’ the hill country to the Persians, io,, the Vali of Pushtikuh, a semiantonomous 
chieftain, and the plains to ‘Turkey; and on the strength of this testiniony and 

‘ographical considerations, Bagsai was awarded to Turkey and Soyyid Ha 
Erin as tho Teeae Guoatiotoatoriogeorioe of plop the ieee ae permitted. 
‘The Bagsai district lies entirely in the plain, and therefore fell to Turkey in conformity 
with the principle adopted by the Commission that the territory of Pushtikul: stopped 
short at the foot of the hills, ‘The “lands of Sevyid Hassan” are situated in a gap 
between the two ranges of hills, and geographically appeared to belong rather to the 
hills than to the plain, 

‘Tho drawbacks to this sottlement aro (1) that a small part of the Bagsai fiolds 
Tiavo for long beon cultivated by subjects of tho Vali of Pushtikul, and (2) that the 
sinall Turkish town of Zotbathia and its date groves depend for their water supply on 
the River Goundjinn-'chem, which first irrigates the “lands of Seyyid Hassan,” and 
that thé possessor of the latter territory could, if maliciously disposed, divert the 
‘sreator part of the water, 

‘ho first objection, was mot by establishing the principle that the private 
Proprictary rights of the Vali should be mainitainod at Bagsai, while in the second caso 
it was hoped that his good behaviour would be secured by the hostages he gave in his 
property at Bagsaf, and. also at Zorbathia where Ho isa considemble owner, The 
right bank of the Goundjiun-Tchom is also loft in (Purkish territory nearly as far as 
the hend of the Soyyid Hassan Valley, 

Alter Soyyid Hassan; the frontier passes along Mount Bend-i-Koulik, and, 
followings 4 nearly continuous chain of low hills, joins on to Djebel Guerobi, the’ point 
to whieli tlie protocol brings the boundary dowi froni the niorth, and distant about 
10 iniles, south-west of tho Turkish town of Mendali.

For many years 
the water quéstion has given rise 10 acrimonious disputes between the townspeople 
and tho Persian kusds who cultivated the villey bf Safar through which the Guenguir 
flows before reaching Méndali. In wititet and spring there is. enough water to irrigate 
both Somar and Moudali, byt in suminet whibn, the rivet is low it barely suffices for 
Mendili lone. ‘The tovenspeople for several generdtfons paid rent to the Persians for 
ie water, but a feir years ago they settled te Question in an arbitrary fashion by 
fotcibly driving out the Kurds front Somer alld burning their settlement. 

The ‘Turkish Corimissioner declared that Monditi required the whole of the 
Guenguir water, and he therefore proposed that the Turkish Government should 
either buy the entire water sights or heeoine pfipribtor of the Somar Valley cither by 
puurcliise or exchange, which the Persian cominissioner also agreed was the best 
solution, Tt wis fisst Heoessaty to’ ascertain Whitt proportion of the water bolonged 
equitibly to vithier side, and the Commission decided tHat they ought to be rerarded as 
owning cqual shares ina tiver whidh ran through the territory of both, 

‘The heads of the people of Mendali wero certainly the greater, but I do not seo 
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whist other proportion could justly have been fixed. No arrangement has apparently: 
Deen come fo yet hetireen the two Governinents, and the roattor fs compliented by the 
fact that the Vali of Pashtikuh has by some means become owner of the Somar Valloy. 
‘The Vali honoured the Commission bya visit at Bagsai, and did not impross us 
favourably. He manifested bittor and unxeasoning hostility towards. the ‘Turks, of 
whom he spoke constantly as “my blood-enemies.” ‘The Persian Government seoin to 
have little control over him. 

Owing to my absence through illness, Captain Wilson was in charge of the 
British commission while the section from Mendali to tho Sirvan River was ben 
delimitated. The southern portion of this section, from Mendali to Kasr-i-Shirin, is 
quite the most barren and desolate tract dealt with along the whole frontier, and. is 
completely abandoned by the nomad tribes once the summer heat has sot in, This 
year, fortinately, the season was quite a month behindband, and it was found possible 
to complete the work without incurring undue hardships, 

The only important question which arose was connected with the right of 
Pastussae of the Sinjabi (Person) Kurds on territory which way formerly a n-man’s 
land, and is now placed definitely on tlie ‘Turkish side of the frontion, Tho arbitrating 
ioners expressed the formal opinion that theso rights should be maintained, 
Northwatds of Kast-iShirin the frontior begins to follow, in the main, wwoll-dofined 
watersheds and rivers, and there should be litle opening for subsoquent disputes, 
One notable exception exists, however, in the Nowsoud district, immediately north of 
the Sirvan, Here an ideal frontior was prosent to hand in the shape of that river up 
to the lofty Avroman range, and thon the summit of the sango itsolf, Unfortunately, 
at some tine prior to the ‘Treaty of Erzeroun, Porsion kurds had taken possossion of 
certain villages on what should have boon tho Turkish wide of the natural frontien, 
and the status quo thus formed was necessarily recognised in, tho protocol. . Tho 
Commission had therefore to do its host with unpromising materials, ‘Tho district ix 
full of villoges lying in the midst of extensive groves of walnut and mulberry trees, 
ancl in some eases thore are continuous plantations extending from a Persian to 
‘Turkish village with uo line of separation between the propertics of the two, This 
wus notably: the case betiveon the villages of Khan Cuormolé (Persian) and Biaré 
(Turkish), where the proportios overlapped one another toa considerable, extant, and 
it was found impossible to ran the frontivr between the two without, loaving ‘urkiah 
orchards in Porwia and wico versd. The matter was complicated. by the water supply 
being common to two or more villages; tho Porsians usually having the advantage of 
the up-streain situation. Onr solution, arrived at after a minute study of tho local 
conditions, though probably the ost of which {ho circumstances permitted) carinot be 
regarded as entirely satisfactory, and it may have left a door open to potty quartola, 

A soioyvliat similis sitistion arose in connedtion with the village of Cohamperaw 
(latitude 35° 50}, he protocol instructed the commissioners to decide tho fate of 
this village “sur la base du principe accepté du statu quo,” and all the evidence 
procuralle tondod to show that at tho timo of the Treaty of Exzoroum, Tehampariw- 
was Persian, Unfortunately, it lies on the Turkish sido of the watershod forming the 
frontier both east and west of it, and the unavoidable departure from this natural 
feature resulted in a clumsy compromise with an arbitrary line of demareation betiveon 
tho fields of Tohamperaw and the adjoining Turkish village of Siah Guvor, 

From this poiat onward as far as Vaznoh, where I finally lett, the Commission, tho 
fronticr follows well-defined natural features, 
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ee Governer reports that there is panic, I have not had news from Consul 
ipley.

Governor-General reports ftom ‘Tabriz that Shuja’s fore was defoated by Persian 
tribesmen. He appears to have run away as soon as he found himself in a difficulty, 
He was accompanied. by Russian consul at Soujboulak and had 800 Russian troops with 
him, who appear, however, to have operated independently and not under his orders, 
‘They extricated themselves safely, losing, it is said, nine men, 

Sardar Reshid appears lo be full of courage, and Teports that he is collecting a 
force to oppose tribesmen, which, being Persians, are rebels. He says there are about 
2,000 Russian. Sond ‘with four guns at Tabriz, and that ‘Turkish force at Soujboulak is 
small, He adds that after telegraphic conversation with Shuja, Russian consul had 
‘come to say good-bye, 

have no news from His Majesty’s consul, but Propose to instruct him to remain 
at his post until the situation becomes more critical than would appear to be the case 
from Governor-General’s report.
